LAC ST. ANNE TRAGEDY, 


The police returned from Lac St. Anne 
yesterday, with two prisoners, one being 
Abrahara, an Iroquois, whose Indian name 
is‘Ka-ma-ka-we-gid which means “Swift 
Hunter,” or rupner, and the other Charlie 
Joachim. 
murder of Pierre Alexis, son of che ex-chief 
of the Lac St. Anne band of Indians. The 
preliminery examination of Abraham took 
place at Lac St. Anne before F. F. Tims, J. 
P. The court sat with closed deors. K. ©, 
Emery 
Tayior, @. C., defended the prisoner. A 
pumber of witnesses were examined and the 
accused was committed for trial on the 
capital charge. Joachim was arrested as an 
accomplice and the case against him wi'l be 
investigated at’ Edmonton. Marie Grey, 
wife of Pierre Grey was also charged before 
Mr. Tims, with seiling liquor to the Indians, 
to which she pleaded guilty and was fined 
$100 and costs of the court, which she paid. 
The full penalty for this offence is a fine of 
$300 and six months imprisonment. A 
charge has also been laid against Pierve 
Grey and his wife of being accessories to the 
raurder, after the fact. Investigaticn of the 
charge against Pierre Grey will be made 
here to-day. Mrs. Grey has been commit- 
ted for trial on thischarge. There are thus 
four cases pending, namely, the Queen vs 
Ka-ma-ka-we-gid for murder of Pierre 
Alexis ; Queen vs. Charlie Joachim aceom- 
plice of Abraham; Queen vs. Pierre Grey 
and Marie Grey, with being accessories 
after the fact. 


The stories circulated at the Lake are 
conflicting. The reports which have already 
appeared in the BULLETIN are practieally 
correct. The defence say that Ka-m-ka-we- 
gid was found insensible. He had been 
fighting with Francois, the brother of the 
dead man, who was also found inzensible. 
They were lying neareach other, The man 
who is dead was seen feeling the pulse of 
the prisoner, and upon the arrival of differ- 
ent parties he ran away in a direction 
from the lake. He listened to them talk- 
ing about Ka-ma-ka-we-gid being murdered, 
and concluded from their remarks that he 
had killed him, and then went to the lake 
and drowned himself. There was only one 
track leading. into the lake, and no track 
leading out. His pants when the body was 
found had mud on them up to the knees, 
the depth of the mud of the lake. There 
were no marks of violence on his body. The 
appearance of the body when found indicat- 
ed that he had met his death by drowning. 


Dr. Braithwaite made a postmortem ex- 
amination of the body for the crown, but 
the prosecution are very reticent, and pre- 
fer not to give any information as to the 
result, 


Marie Grey gave evidence one day, then 
came back the next day saying she had told 
the truth the previous day, but had not told 
all the truth and wanted to complete her 
story ; she returned a third time saying that 
she had still more truth to add to what she 
had previously said. : 

When the police arrived there nothing 
could be learned about the tragedy. Even 
the father of the murdered man would say 
nothing. It had evidently been arranged 
that theaffair should be hushed up and no- 
thing said about it. Pierre Grey’s offence 
was really shielding his wife from the effects 
of her own illegal acts. Considerable sym- 
pathy is felt at LacSt. Anne for Pierre 
Grey as it is said he has always endeavored 
to prevent the sale of liquor by his wife, 
but she persists in doing so. 


From private sources come the report 
that the tact of the N. W.-M. Police was 
once more evident in the manner in which 
they conducted their enquiries at Lac St. 
Anhe, and the promptness with which In- 
spector Snyder acted in making arrests of 
parties ‘who were subsequently found to be 
guilty of infringing the iaws. The careful- 
ness which is always shown by these pro- 
tectors of the Territories in enforcing the 
laws, was never better shown than in this 
case, and jt is such repeated proofs of their 
ability that causes the inhabitants of the 
Northwest to place full and complete re- 
liance on their ability to maintain order and 
bring evildoers to justice. In getting out 
to LacSt. Anne the police went for some 
miles in pitch darkness, over a trail they 
had not travelled before, and one which our 
informant was afraid to travel afterwards 
in daylight.

er, an explorer and civil enginecr, now _ 


in the employ of the Canadian Pacific 
at Winnipeg, will take out a party of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul gentlemen 
over the Soo and Canadian Pacific to 
Edmonton, Alberta, next week. Mr. 
Hoover is going en railroad business, 
but he has been in cOrrespondence with 
a number of sportsmen in the twin 
cities with the result that an excursion 
hunting party has been arranged and 
the start wili be on Ang. 30, Mr. 
Hloover would not give the names of 
the gentlemen to accompany him from 
here, as he did not consider himseif at 
liberty todo so. He stated though, 
that the three gentlemen to go from 
Minneapolis were all well known rifie 
shots. 

The game these hunters are going 
after is wood buffalo, and these ani- 
mals are said to be unusually plentiful 
in the wild country north of Edmonton 
in whieh the hunting operations will be 
carried on. As it will be very cold up 
in the Northwest Territory; even in 
September, the hunters will carry a lig 
outfit. of blankets and ‘clothing. They 
will travel by wagon, and expect to 
expiore the little-known region for 
several hunred miles. 

When asked as to the legality of kill- 
ing Buffalo in Canadian territory, Mr. 
Hoover said that there wasa law to 
protect them, but that it was one that 
could never be expected to hold water, 
especially in view of the amendments 
that had been made this season. All 
the unorganized territories, not includ- 
ing Assiniboia, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, are protected until 1900, but the 
law as to unorganized terntovics now 
going into effect is regarded as_practi- 
cally worthless for taking care of the 
game, and hunters who have been hold- 
ing on in hope of a stringent law, 
realize thot they may as well get the 
benefit of the sport while it lasts, as 
hide hunters are making short work of 
the herds. 

The present law, Mr. Hoover says, 
exempt Indians and inhabitants, where- 
fore hundreds of hunters have gone in- 
to the country and become residents. 
The result is now being seen in the im- 
mense number of wood buffalo hides 
and heads being sent through Edmon- 
ton. That point is glutted with them 
every few days whea the packs come in, 
and good prices are being realized. The 
law also exempt “ travellers and explor- 
ers in need of food,” under which head 
the party to start from Edmonton short- 
ly will carry on its operations. There 
are still, according to Mr. Hoover, many 
thousands of wood buffalo in the north- 
ern country, but after this season he 
does not believe there will be many 
left within reaching distance of any 
civilized region. 


THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


On lines similar to those indicated 
last Tuesday, the Dominion and ithe 
province concerned have arrived at an 
understanding. The simplicity of the 
affair as itis generally understood, is 
marvellous, considering the great tur- 
moil that there has been with regard 
to a matter which should never have 
been introduced into politics. 

The Manitoba government is doing 
nothing that it has not been willing to 
do for a year and ahalf. The only 
difference is in the attitude of the fed- 
eral authorities. The Bowell and after- 
wards the Tupper administration 
imagined they could score a great point 
with the Roman Catholics of this coun- 
try if they endeavored to coerce Mani- 
toba. Manitoba is hard to coerce. 
There is a spirit of independence and 
freedom which seems always to bea 
part of the great west. The almost 
illimitable spaces, the atmosphere 
which inspires the heart with a particu- 
larly “strong impulse towards in- 
dividuality, is that of the mountains 
and the plains, and breathing this air 
the people of Manitoba were not inclin- 
ed to listen to arrogant dictation or sub- 
mit to the yoke of policital bosses, even 
though necessity seemed to indicate a 
venal'tendency towards supporting the 
government. 

The «understanding, which is a ten- 
tative affair, yet presumably satisfactory 
does not mean the abandonment by 
Manitoba 2: the friends of national 
schoois of any principal for which they 
have been contending, though it yields 
something to all the religious denomina- 
tions in the direction of religious in- 
struction in the schools. 

What has long been understood to 
be the ultimatum of those who fought 
for national schools was outlined in a 


| Star editorial last Tuesday and noth 
| exceeding what was stated there will be 


granted. If the present premicr is as 
wise and patriotic as his friends con- 
sider him to he, he will accept this. 
basis of agreement, ask his adherents 
in the House of Commons to agree to 
it, and drop the Manitoba school ques- 
ticn at once. Is does not need legis- 
lation.

That it may seem a 
crowning success for the liberals to 
settle the matter so easily need not 
worry the opposition. Their own 
friends could have settled it on the 
same lines had they been williag. The 
change of attitude has come witha 
change of government at Ottawa, not 
with any change of principle in Mani- 
toba. Had the late government pos- 
sessed the w,sdom of a sparrow or the 
diplomacy or even a friendly deg play- 
ing with a puppy, they could have re- 
moved the trouble long before the elec. 
tion.—S. in Toronto Star. 


THE NEW SPEAKERS. 


James David Edgar, M. P. for West 
Ontario, is of Scottish descent, his 
family coming from ¥orfarshire. He 
was born in the Eastern Townships of 
this province on the 10th of August, 
1841, and educated at Lennoxville and 
the Belvidere school in Quebec. He 
was called to the Bar of Upper Canada 
in 1864, and appointed Q. C., by the 


| Ontario government in 1890. He has 


been a frequent contributor to the press 
has written a number of pamphlets on 
the Insolvent Act and the procedure 
uncer it, and a volume of poetry of 
some merit. For a while he lay under 
suspicion of having been the author of 
the famous Mowat campaign song, 
“ Ontario, Ontario,” but the confession 
of the actual culprit a year or so ago, 
freed his reputation from the grievous 
blot. He was, in 1873, the messenger 
of the Mackenzie government to British 
Columbia to arrange for a postponement 
of the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, which under the terms 
of union, the Federal government had 
pledged itself to begin and complete 
within a specified time. Mr. Edgar 
was first returned to parliament for the 
constituency of Monck in 1872, but 
was beaten in 1874 by Mr. McCallum, 
first in the general election and again 
in a by-election rendered necessary by 
the decision of the courts. Mr. McCal- 


lum also defeated him in the same con-; 


stituency in 1878. In 1884 he was 
elected by acclamation for West Ontar- 
io, and has since held the seat. Mr. 
Edgar married, in September, 1865, 
Matilda, second daughter of Mr. T. G. 
Ridout of Toronto. 


Hon. Charles Alphonse Pantaleon 
Pelletier, C. M. G.,. B. C. L., Q. C., P. 
C., was born at River Ouelle, P. Q., on 
January 22, 1837. He was educated 
at St. Anne’s college and at Laval uni- 
versity, where he obtained his degree of 
B. C. L. in 1858. He has been twice 
married. He was called to the bar of 
lower Canada in 1860, and was appoint- 
ed Queen’s counsel by the province of 
Quebec in 1879. He has been syndic 
of the Quebec Bar, and has been prom- 
inent in St. Jean Baptiste society, hav- 
ing been president three times. He 
has also been in the militia, going to 
the front with the 9th, Battalion dur- 
ing the Fenian reid of 1866 as major. 
He retired retaining rank. He repre- 
sented Kamouraska in the Commons 
from 1868 up to 1877. When he was 
sworn of the Privy eouncil as minister 
of agriculture, going to the Senate. He 
resigned with his colleagues. He has 
also been a member of the Provincial 
assembly. In 1878 he was president 
of the Canadian commission for the 
Paris Universal exposition, for which 
service he was created C. M. G.

States. 


The Daily News says Dr. Nicolaides, 
official representative of the Cretan reform 
committee in Berlin, has issued a report on 
the Cretan massacres. Dr. Nicolaide 
asserts the statements of this report can be 
confirmed by consuls at Canea, and that 
diplomatic representatives there will verify 
the assertion that six thousand Christians 
have been murdered in Crete with revolting 
barbarity. 


The Sultan of Zanzibar, Hamed Bin 
Thwain Bin Said, is dead. He was about 
forty years of age, and a nephew of the late 
Sultans Ali, Khalifa and Burghash, and 
succeeded to the sultanate on the death of 
the Sultan Ali, March 5, 1893. He was one 
of the number ofclaimants who was selected 
as being the most fitting. by the British 
government, which exercises a protectorate 
over the sultanate. 


A St. John’s Nfld., telegram of Avg.25th. 
says: News is received in this city from 
Turnavick, Labrador, that the steamer 
Hope, now en route for the Arctic ocean, 
commanded by Lieut. Peary, reached there 
July 20, after a quick run from Sydney. 
Members of the expedition landed, and 
after making a series of scientifie observat- 
ions, sailed agai for the north. Lieut. 
Peary reported a large amount of ice and 
numerous icebergs prevalent along the coast. 
He is certain to find this condition of affairs 
even worse farther north. Many people 
here believe Lieut. Peary will, experience 
considerable trouble in crossizg Melville 
Bay from that cause.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Eprtor BULLETIN. 

Dear sir: A short time ago I call- 
ed attention through your columns te 
the scientific principles by which sum- 
mer frost is caused, aud suggested that 
smoke from fires to the windward of the 
crops to be protected should be tried as 
a prevention. Inquiries and conversa- 
tion with some who have heard of the 
use of this plan in Manitoba and orange 
groves of California and Florida, con- 
firm me in its suitableness to free us 
from this scourage and its tendency to 
ensure presperity by the preservation of 
the crops in the Northwest. While in- 
dividual action is good, united is bet- 
ter, and if the farmers ina district 
would club together and purchase a 
cood barmometer to be placed in charge 
of some intelligent person living in the 
lowest lying part of the community, a 
signal by a bell, fire, or some other 
means agreed upon Ebeforehand, could 
be given as a-tule at least, twelve hours 
before the frost comes and thus enable 
everyone to ‘complete his preparations 
and act in company with his neighbors. 
In regard’to the benefits to be derived 
from this ¥plan,?we {have an object 
lesson in the smoke which has been 
covering’.the country for[nearly a fort: 
night. To bring about similar effects 
when needed let eyery farmer prepare 
his smokegheaps as soon as his seed is 
in the ground so as to be in readiness. 

With. regard to a remedy for hail in 
summer it is not so easy to say what 
should be done because, even, the latest 
scientific authorities are*not certain 
repecting the cause of hail. They be- 
lieve and think it to be electricity. All, 
llowever, are agreed on its being always 
accompanied with a thunderstorm of 
more cr less violence. Such being the 
case, it might be well to try the the ex- 
periment of lightening rod conduct- 
or placed on the top of the higbest 
hills, far enough back, in fairly well de- 
fined paths of the hailstorm. If the 
electricity could be drawn off before tie 


hail cloud was formed it=is perfectly | 


obvious that all danger would be avert- 
ed. Whether this plan would have 
any effect. when once the cloud is 
launchedj-upon its destructive career, 
could only be proved by experiment. 
What information there is on this sub- 
ject is not hopeful. In France between 
thirty and forty years ago, ‘M. Arafio, a 
scientific Frenchman, suggested that 
the electricity should be drawn from 
the hail-cloud. The trial so far as re- 
corded was not*very_successful. All*the 
indications, therefore, are in favor of 
drawing off the electricity before it has 
set its destructive powers in motion. 

Whether the plan suggested be“prac- 
tical is a subject, forzinquiry. It is one 
well worthy the attention of our agri- 
cultural fgocieties, and of the _ best 
scientific authorities in the Dominion. 
When hundred of homesteads are being 
abandoned in disgust and dispair and 
their owners carrying away exaggerat- 
ed tales. of the loss of crop and cf the 
unsuitableness of the country for settle- 
ment whereby intending immigrants are 
frightened away, itis more than 
high time that an investigation into the 
causes and possible means of prevention 
was instituted. To spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in developing and 
governing the country, and to take no 
trouble to prevent these twin’ scourges 
of summer frost and hail is as sensible 
as to provide our dwelling houses with 
every possible comfort and leaving the 
doors and windows open, which, by 
thus allowing free scope toall the in- 
clemencies of the weather, would 
render useless any other efforts for p'o- 
tection, J would hope that some with 
more time, knowledge and ability will 
take up this subject and carry it toa 
happy issue forall concerned. Certain 
ly, he, whose efforts are crowned with 
success, will “deserve well of his 
country.’

THE CREAMERY. 


The patrons of the Edmonton creamery 
received an advance of eight cents per pound 
for their batter for the months cf Jane and 
dnly, and will receive the balance as soon as 
the iatter is sold aad returns received. It 
is tobe regretted that the firm operating 
the creamery have not received more sup- 
port from the farmers, as the business in 
the hands of men who evidently have the 
interests of Alberta at heart, may be 
a thoreugh success if farmers will all faraish 
enough cream to ensure 4 carload of butter 
being tarned out at regular intervals. If 
the market is weak the butter can be held 
for higher prices, and farmers would not 
fecl pmched while an advance is made 
rsonthly. Smith & Sibbald are hoping that 
next year they will get such support as to 
keep the factory employed continrally to 
its full capacity. They compliment the 
farmers who have supplied cream this sea- 
son on the fine condition in which the cream 
has been kept. The results this season 
should induce all farmers to come in next 
year, and encourage ell to keep more cows, 
so thata car may be shipped in June 1897. 
Mrs. John Andrews and her daughter re- 
cently visited the creamery aud were de- 
lighted with their inspection. Last Tues- 
day's train took out 6000 pounds of butter. 
At Calgary the car will be filled ard for- 
warded east where the butter will be ship- 
ped every month from Edmonton.

THE TERRITORIAL SUBSIDY. 
ToRoNTO STAR : 

It is just as well that the government pro- 
posed to attempt but little during the 
present session. Not only is the season one 
not calculated for attention to public busi- 
ness, but the ministry is new and uaused to 
the work to be undertaken. Canada has 
hac plenty of ill-considered legislation, and 
after the supplies are voted a few months 
can easily be permitted to elapse before any 
serious work is undertaken. 

lt is said that the fixed policy of the new 
governrnent is to refuse to increase any of 
the s«bsidies given to the provinees. This 
is certainly a wise resolution, but it must 
be remembered that the Northwest Terri- 
tories do not enjoy autonomy, but are the 
wards of the government, and their necessi- 
ties are great. 

Since 1891 the subsidy given to the Ter- 
aitories has not been increased, though the 
population has grown fully forty per cent. 
Of the $242,000 granted the Territorial 
coancil, $120,000 is spent for education, 
leaving but a small amont for other pur- 
poses, Theaccounts of the Territories are 
audited, not only in Regina, but in Ottawa, 
and the money voted is really voted by the 
Atisembiy as representing the Federai gov- 
ernment. It would be a preposterous pro- 
position that work be ordered to be done 
and no funds provided to pay for it.—8.
